GRANT AND SHERMAN, 

In eninterview Mi. Chauncey I. Filley, of 
Missouri, said that John Sherman wust ve 
nominated forthe Vice-Presideacy and must 
accept the nomination. He thought the ticket 
‘*Grant and Sherman’’ would be invincibie, 
and would carry every Northern State. He 
hoped that Secretary Sherman would accept 
the nomination in case Gen. Grant was nom- 
inated for President. He thought it would be 
to his honor, as it would certainly be to the 
honor of his party. 

The Hon. John C. New, of Indiana, in talking 
about the Vice-Presidential question, says that 
his State will present the name ot General Har- 
rison and in casethe head of the ticket was 
selected from the East, General Harrison 
would be an avuilable candidate. Mr. New 
said be would be glad to support General 
Wickham, of Virginia, tor this sition and 
thought that Wickham would make an accept- 
able candidate, particularlyinthe South. He 
knew him weil, and he was an able man and 
very popular in Virginia. 

Ex-Senator Clayton thought that the South- 
west sbould have some recognition on the 
ticket and that no better choice for Vice-Presi- 
dent could be made than ex-Governor Davis, 
of Texas. Hedid not wish to be understood 
as preierring Governer Davis to any other 
particular’ candidate, but he thought he was 
as good a man as had been mentioned, and so 
popular was he that he thoughtit very prop 
able that his name upon the ticket would carry 
the State of Texas forthe Republican party.

THE CAPITAL CITY. 


Antiquated Humanity as Seen Only 
in Washington. 


A Visit to Wakefield, the Birth- 
place of G. W.

History and Present Condition of the 
Fstate—Personal and Miscel- 
laneous. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, D.C., May 27, 1880.—The 
typical old man is found in Washington as 
elsewhere, but the District of Columbia old 
manisofavery different type from the oli 
man of anywhere else. We have several 
choice specimens of him at our boarding- 
house. Heisinno sense a pioneer such as 
you find among the hardy settlers of the West, 
who have cleared forests and broken prairie 
and opened mines and grown up with the 
country. No, indeed—the Washington old 
man is of quite adifferent stock; in fact, there 
are none of the elements of a pioneer about 
him. Ifthere isa trace of the pioneer in his 
ccmposition, it has been sifted small through 


many generations. But where is this old 
manto be found—the few of him yet linger- 
ing along the borders of a Silurian antiquity? 

The predominant species is made up of rep- 
resentatives of a perhaps respectable but 
somewhat mildewed gentility that follows its 
heraldry back through the first families of 
‘Virginia, Maryland and other States to some 
noble ancestry abroad, or the myth of some- 
thing like it, with heirlooms and _ histories 
that tell of their by-gone affluence. This old 
man, baving by some drift of circumstances 
found his way to Washington in earlier life, 
never chose to find his way out, but gropes 
along inan atmosphere of social and politi- 
cal memories contemporaneous with his bet- 
ter days. 

’ The venerable group that not mayy years 
ago lived upon recollections of Jefferson and 
Madison and the republican simplieity which 
characterized the courts of those eminent 
worthies, bas, for the most part, vanished. 
+ ee a numper, however, continue to live in 
the times of Jackson and the younger Adams. 
This old man has a decided majority at our 
boarding-house table, with a better half, by 
the by, in an old lady who kept the same 
house that she is in now nearly fifty years ago 
and practised hash on Levi Woddbury and 
Silas Wright. 

There is a later and, of course, a larger 
generation of the old man that entertains 
lively remembrances of Van Buren, Polk and 
Taylor, of Webster, Clay and Calhoun, of 
Pierce and Buchanan—but to very few is 
there any intermediate existence between the 
rise of the Republican party and the present. 
There is a great blank here in which these 
old men seem not to have lived at all. They 
amuse the curious with their traditions as 
ancient tombstones do with their epitaphs, 
but age are all firmly convinced that consti- 
tutional liberty isatan end; and if this be 
true, itis equally certain that woen constitu- 
tional liberty died they, to all intents and 
purposes, died with it. 

Another class is to be found scattered 
throvgh tbe departments here and there, 
clinging to all sorts of clerical positions with 
atenacity that no party convulsions seem 
able to shake—positions that have known 
them through many changing years—posi- 
tions in which they have grown gray aad 
feeble, oblivious to the outside world and 
only looking forward, if they look above their 
spectacles at all, to the time when death shall 
lcosen the roots wherewith they have grown 
into their seats. These silent, melancholy, 
inoffensive old men exhibit for the most part 
an utter vacuity and indifference to the tossing 
tides of: humanity about them, and an 
example of lonely isolation that should 
deter every young man of energy or sense, it 
would seem, from taking similar chances of 
losing hisidentity. Yet the rush for places is 
unintermitting, ahd tbe height of manya 
youth’s ambition apparently isto bury him- 
self out of sight ata small monthly stipend, 
inside of doors that are inscribed, ‘‘Who en- 
ters here leaves hope behind.’? But enough 
of the old man and the aimless longevity that 
are only to be seen starving upon the husks of 
along departed past orupon the emptiness 
of a dul!, unfruitful present. 

WASHINGTON’S BIRTH-PLACE, 

Talking about old times and old people re- 
minds me that under a resolution of Congress 
passed in June of last year, a design for the 
proposed monument to mark the almost for- 
gotten birth-place of General Washington 
has been selected and approved by Secretary 
Evarts, who was instrucied totake the matter 
in charge. The artist is Mr. C. C. Per- 
kins, of Boston, and the structure, which is 
intended to be a granite memorial building, 
with tiled roof, enclosing the ancient tab- 
lets and beadstones of the Washington fami- 
ly, will cost about $50,000. 

There will doubtless be some curiosity now 
to know where it was that 
the Father : of his Country first 
saw daylight, what sort of place it is and all 
aboutit. Probably few persons outside of 
Virginia, and for that matter fewin it, have 
any information on this point. The historians 
say that G. W. was born on Bridge’s Creek in 
Westmoreland county, Va.,and was buried 
there, but Bridge’s Creek cuts but a small 
figure in thecase. Itis only a sluggish rivif- 
let that winds by the ruins of the old home- 
stead and finds its way tothe Potomac all un- 
conscious of its historic associations. Wake- 
field is the place proper, and not the creck, 
that is to be honored by the monumental re- 
membrance, and Wakefield is one of the loveli- 
est of all the hamlets in the Old Dominion. 

Itis situated about seventy-five miles be- 
low Washington and six and a half miles 
from Wirt’s Landing, its port of entry on the 
Potomac River, the nearest railroad station 
being at Bowling Green thirty zetght miles 
distant, pear Fredericksburg. he original 
estate, Which was settled by the ancestors of 
Washington in 1657, is now divided into four 
farms of ample size, but ordinary quality. 
Upon one of these, still known as the Wake- 
field estate and consisting of 1,305 acres, is 
all that is lcft of the house where Washing- 
ton was born—a chimney and a heartstone. 
The owner of the place is Mr. John EK. Wilson. 

Another portion of the es ate, called Blen- 
heim, 1,460 acres, isowned and occupied by 
Mrs. Sally Washington, the mother of Mrs. 
Wilson. This venerable lady, now in her 
eighty-second year, is the granddaughter of

brother, and widow of her cousin, Lawrence 
Weshbington. 

.The third farm, a'so of 1,400 acres, is called 
Laurel Grove and 1s owned by Dr. William 
- Wirt, and the fourth, called Haywood, of the 
same size, is owned by Mr. Dabney C. Wirt. 
The old mansions on both these places have 
long since been abandoned and gone to wreck, 
the locality being undesirable for residence 
purposes. Dr. Wirt resides at Wirtland, 
six miles distant, and Mr. Wirt at Roxbury, 
tive miles from Haywood. These gentlemen 
are sons of the late distinguished William 
Wirt, and Mrs. Dabney Wirt is a daughter 
of the late William Washington, and niece of 
Mrs. Sally Washington—the best blood of 
Virginia occupying the entire estate. 

These places, so full of bistoricinterest, but 
£0 little known, are rarely visited by strang- 
ers, though a genuine old-time hospitality is 
always extended; but Wakefield, uafortu- 
nately, bas few natural attractions, is remote 
from convenient routes of travel, and when- 
ever the river is closed, becomes inaccessible. 
The inhabitants, few in number, but simple 
in tastes, cling to the ancient domain with 
the fondest loyalty.

Nevada’s First Gold Nugget. 
{From the New York Tribung.-1 


Nevada’s first nugget was mined with a 
butcher’s knife. John Orr started across the 
plains in 1849. The roads were bad, the wea- 
ther was worse, and he was obliged to remain 
through the winter at Salt Lake. In April he 
resumed his journey. He had a partner nam- 
ed Nick Kelly, after whom Kelly’s Ravine is 
named, and in the company was William 
Prouse, nowlhlivingin Nurb City, forty miles 
southeast of Salt Lake. Prouse had worked in 
mines before gold was discovered in Coloma, 
and was a good prospector. One day the train 
stopped on the edge of what is Known as Gold 
Canon, near the Carson Liver, to let the ani- 
mals feed on some bunch grass found growing 
among the sage brush. Prouse at noontime 
took a milk pan, and going down to the guich 
began washing dirt, ina few minutes getting 
color tothe value ofa few cents. Orrthen 
named the place Gold Canon. The train 
soon after resumed travel, goingto the head 
of the Carson Valley. There they met a party 
of seven, who had left the train at the sink of 
the Humboldt, intending to go in advance to 
California and select good locations for the re- 
mainder of the party. They had been unable 
to cross the countrv, and bad been lost in the 
snow in the mountains four or five days, un- 
able to tind the divide to Hangtown. A stay 
in Carson for three weeks followed, when 
Orr, Kelly and several others returned to Gold 
Canon and resumed prospecting. Kelly aud 
Orr went up the canon untila liitle fork was 
reached, when work was begun. The party 
hed few tools, and Orr bad nothing but a 
hnife. While Kelly was working he nuticed 
a very narrow place at the fork, where the 
water barely covered a slab of slate rock. Idly 
he examined it, and, noticing a crevice near 
the edge, drove the Knife into it, breaking out 
apiece. .The water running over it washed 
away the underlying dirt, aniina few seconds 
be discovered a gola nugget where the rock 
bad covered it. It was quickly removed and 
ufterward found to weigh $8 25. This was onthe 
Ist of June, 1850,nearly thirty vears ago. Pros- 
pecting was continued, and though gold dust 
was found in several places throughout the 
canon, Orr’s was the only nugget. He still 
has it in his possession, the first ever found in 
Nevada.

School-Boy Idiocy.

‘*The Burial of the Ancient”? brought a rath- 
er jolly funeral party of Columbia College 
students around the Worth Monument on 
Madison Square lastnight. The ‘*Ancient?’ 
whose decease the students were about to 
lament was Professor March’s ‘*‘Anglo- 
Saxon.”? atext book which the members of 
the Sophomore class are just done with. A 
copy of the “‘Ancient’’ was carried ona bier 
te the rendezvous at the monument, preceded 
by a black banner bearing 4&4 skull and cross- 
bones and the figures **82.””> The banner was 
carried by astudent dressed in a grotesque 
gown of paper muslin and a high hat on 
which a miniature of the design on the ban- 
ner was executed in chalk. The bier was car- 
ried by four students similarly dressed, and 
following them was a banner with the inscrip- 
tion, “Great Scott!’’ acompliment to the in- 
structor in Angle-Saxon. At 10:30 400 stu- 
dentsdressed in mock collegian robes and 
wearing false noses and moustaches fell 
in line in front of Delmonico’s, where a wag- 
on-load of pich torches was distributed 
among them. Preceded by asquad of per: 
splring — and abrass band the students 
marcbed up Fifth avenue towards the college, 
occasionally saying ‘*Columbia.’’ Several 
bouses along the route were decorated with 
transparencies. Before these the students 
stopped, cheered, biew tin horns and whirled 
rattles. In front of Rutger’s Female College 
three cheers were given for the fair students, 
some of whom ventured to respond with their 
handkerchiefs. On reaching the college on 
Forty-ninth street the students tiled into the 
campus, where acrowd was awaiting their 
coming. The bier on which the ** Ancient?’ 
was carried was deposited infront of a large 
warm fire and the members of the college 
gathered around in a circle and wiped off their 
complexions. The Grand Marshal, Robert 
Arrowsmith, introduced the orator of the oc- 
casion, Jumes P, Niece, who made a solemn 
address. W. K. Otis then read an incendiary. 
poem, and the *‘Ancient’’ was promptly put 
into the fire. Afterthe cremation ceremo- 
nies the students marched in the direction of 
a cooling fluid, twenty barrels of which had 
been provided for them. 


Richard the Third’s Bed. 
{From **British Battles on Land ana Sea.’*] 


In the corporation records of Leicester there 
is still preserved astory curiously illustrative 
of the darkness and precaution of Richard’s 
character. Among his camp baggage it was 
his custom to carry a cumbersome wooden 
bedstead, which he averred was the only 
couch he could sleep in; but in which he con- 
trived to have a secret receptacle for treasure, 
so that it was concealed under a weight of 
timber. After Bosworth Field the troops of 
Ilenry pillaged Leicester; but the royai bed 
was neglected by every plunderer as useless 
lumber. The owner of the house afterwards 
discovering the hoard, became suddenly rich, 
without any visible cause. He bought land 
and at length became Mayor of Leicester. 

Many years afterwards bis widow, who had 
been leftin great affluence, was assassinated 
by her servant, who had been privy to the af- 
fair; and at the trial of this culpritand her 
accomplices the whole transaction came to 
light. Concerning this bed, a public print of 
1850 states that “about half a century since 
the relic was purchased by a furniture broker 
in Leicester, who slept in it for many yéars 
and showed it to the curious; it continues in 
as good condition appease? as when used by 
King Richard, being formed of oak, and 
having ahigh polish. The daughter of the 
broker married one Babington, of Rothiey 
near Leicester, and the bedste Ss remov 
to =~ atures house, where it is still pre- 
served.

Some one had told me the formidable editor 
of the Herald, J. G. Bennett, was among 
them, and I was only half-pleased at the in- 
telligence. He was certajnly a man worth 
knowing, and I was eager to analyze such an 
extraordinary compound of brain and pluck. 
Still there was something in him to tnspire 
dread. He seemed to look on mankind as fit 
for little else than to be converted into para- 
graphs, which he never failed to spice with his 
ironical wit, that made them very piquant, 
but not over-pleasant for the individual who 
was made the butt. He had promised his 
readers tosend them a full account of his 
travels, beginning with his voyage in the 
Sirlus. 

I was standing in the stern while thinking 
thisover, and, perceiving a tall, slim man 
near me, I vcntered into conversation, and 
found him intelligent and quite dignified in 
tone. His physiognomy was striking—lofty 
forehead, prominent nose, firm mouth—and 
the general expression, though somewhat 
stern, not forbidding. After chatting for 
some time, I remarked: 

‘*T hear the famous Bennett 1s on board.” 

‘“‘Yes, I believe he is,’? said the tall man, 
with a smile. 

‘*Do you Know him by sight’? I inquired. 

‘*Very well.’’ 

‘*Then do point him out if you sce him on 
deck.” ) 

‘‘He is standing before you. 
Bennett.’? 

Ispentadeal of time very profitably in 
talking with the renowned journalist. I 
found him the antipodes of what one might 
have expected who read the Herald. No 
levity, or jocularity, or abandon. In manner 
and ccnversation he was serious, practical 
and full of knowledge of all kinds, yet mak- 
ing no parade of it. His vigorous, positive 
mind had the effect of a tonic on my romantic 
temperament.

ber down with his fists, choked her till marks 
of his fingers were left on her throat, threat- 
ened to blow her brains out and conducted 
bimself generally in a manner brutal enough 
to befit the most depraved rough in the coun- 
try.

Elevated Railways and Old-Fashioned 
Omnibusses—Cool Spots‘/—The Tour- 
jee Tourists—A Merry Party Of 
for a Summer Jauntin Eurvpe. 


St. NICHOLAS HOTEL, NEW YORK CITY, 
May 28.—No wonder New York is delighted 
with her elevated raiiway. She has need to be, 
poor city! If the happy little Hub from which 
lhavebten wont to date my letters to you 
were cursed with such an outlandish svstem, 
or lack of system, of *busses and horse-cars, 
as New York has, she might weil howl for an 
elevated road, but blessed as she is with the 
finest, easiest end fastest horse-cars in the 
world, it is absurd to talk about putting up 
an unsightly, roaring structure along 
our pretty, dainty streets and avenues. 
You have been in New York, of course. 
Then you know all aboutit. You want to go 
up town from your hotel. You only want to 


voa little way, but alittle way in New York 
—as distance is estimated here—it would kill 
you to walk, so you don’t want togo by the 
air-line, and you stand on thecurb and 
wateh for a’bus. It comes quickly—but the 
driver is looking at somebody on the oppe- 
site corner, and you have to gesticulate und 
shout like a crazy person before you can at- 
tract his attention. Then he stops, or pre- 
tends to, for just as you are stepping up 
through the aoor he starts the vehicle 
with a jerk that shoots you in most miserably. 
If you area lady, the nearest gentleman grabs 


you by the arm and é holds you 
tight —_—itill you can manage to 
aim for and drop into a seat. How 


grateful I have been for these sudden seizures 
by unknown masculines, inthe lack of which 
I should certainly have bitten the dust of more 
than one of these close,musty, dirty, ill-smell- 
ing coaches. It seems odd to think of the 
annoyed objection which 1 have always felt at 
home when a horse-car conductor has grasped 
my arm, or has placed his palm against the 
sinall of my back, in ostensible 
but very unnecessary assistance. 
But there are no conductors on New York 
busses, and you soon wish there were. Havy- 
ing fallen successfully into a seat, you begin 
to rest and breathe—or try to, rather, for 
busses are invariably crowded—when you are 
soon aware that people are staring a little at 
you, and soon there sounds a harsh, grating, 
rasping voice, apparentiy from the driver’s 
box, and looking up you see the legend, over 
a little brass hole, **Please put exact fure in 
this box.’’ You suddenly remember, snatch 
your purse from your pocket and search for a 
five-cent nickel. Several gentlemen watch 


your search interestedly,“and when it 1s 
rewarded with success one or 
two hands are respectfully held 
out and your. nickel is deposited 


for you. Let me say right here,that while 
I do not think the New York ladies are alto- 
gether the best dressed women I ever saw, I 
do think the New York gentlemen without 
exception are the most courteous of any class 
of menlI evermet. lf Frenchmen prove as 
polite, I shall be vastly astonished in fact, I 
know they are not, for the politeness I mean 
is not that of society, but that towards strang- 
ers—towariis a woman because she is a 
woman, not because sheisa friend or ac- 
quaintance. They will take the greatest 
pains to direct you. aright, when 
you inquire your way, which you 
are forever doing in this labyrinthine 
citv, and will give any other information, 
always with greatest kindness and perfect 
respect. It is the same whether he be a nobby 
young swell, a fatherly old gentleman, a soiled 
mechanic or a uniformed policeman. 
There mav be men who are not gentlemen 
in New York—but I haven’t enconntered 
them, nor did 1 ever meet such an anomaly in 
any of my visits to the city. 

Apropos of the ’busses, by-the-way, it is 
an insoluble connundrum to me how the 
driver can tell whether correct fares are paid, 
or enough of them. He must drive through 
the most tangled streets that ever were, he 
must be on the constant lookout for would- 
be passengers, he must make change 
and he must keep track of thefares. If one 
er a penny, instead of a five-cent nickel into 
the box just when the driver is busy telling 
other teams to get out of his way, how 1s he to 
know the difference, or who dropped the 
penny? Or if, when he stops the coach in 
answer to a signal from one side of the street, 
more people get in from the other side, how is 
he to know it? Is it possible that New York is 
honest enough to be trusted to pay its own 
way?’ ldon’t understand it! 

*’Busses in Boston? Oh, yes, we have 
them there—a few of them—but nobodv rides 


in them, and so they have all the 
novelty of a new_ experience here. 
I don’t think I ever entered 


a’busathome. But the horse-cars here are 
so much worse and dirtier and slower than 
the coaches that the latter are far preferable. 
The elevated road is ‘perfectly splendid,’’ 
but you generally have to walk till you are 
tired before you reach a station, and you can’t 
retout when you want to,and it costs ten 
cents every time you step on board, and dimes 
count up when you spend your entire time on 
the cars. But itis a fine way to get to Cen- 
tral Park, that magnificent oasis in which you 
can get as delightfully lost and beas charm- 
ingly solitary in some remote _ rustic 
house,with birds of endless varieties, squirrels 
and rabbits and other small game 
all about,as if you were in the wilds of Maine, 
lalways take care notto say ‘*Boston Com- 
mqn” inthe hearing of a New Yorker, for 
they can afford to laugh at us and our little 
patch of green. 

There are just three places in New York 
City that are cool—for 1 am convinced that it 
is always and ever atorrid city. It certainly 
always is whenI come here, no matter at 
what season Iltime my visit. These three 
places are the Park, Steele Mackaye’s wonder- 
ful little Madison Square Theater and this 
hotel! at which my letter is dated. How a 
house located right in the very 
heart of this  ODblistering city can 
be so charmingly cool and comforta- 
ble is more than I can clearly philosophize, 
though, of course, the large, airy rooms, the 
long, broad, dim corridors lighted by wells 
from skylights in the roof, the splashing 
fountains in unexpected places, and the long 
draughts of air which draw through from one 
to another of the streets by which the house 
is bounded, have much todo with the prob- 


lem. I don’t believe in “borrowing troubie,’’ 
but I have been drawing a few preliminary 
sighs of doubt as to whether, in the course of 


the three months’ travel that lie before me, 4 
shall find anywhere as delightful a hotel as is 
this, the starting and the vanishing 
point of my summer’s circle, and whether 
there will be found another road as easy and 
pleasant to travel as our own Fall River Line 
from Boston to New York. Every moment 
spent in such travel and such abiding is a zen- 
uine pleasure. 

A little odd, isy’t it, that two large parties 
of excursionists meet here at the St. Nicholas 
Hotel this week? On La pani last a party of 
about seventy ladies and gentlemen from Eng- 
land arrived bere en route for Cincinnati to 
attend the Millers’ Convention, whither they 
depart to-day. I believe not the Millerifes, 
nor yet the kind of millers’ convention which 
those horrid little winged insects hold in eve- 
ry bouse of modern improvements 
nowadays and were s&s not i for 
interminable battles with which avery dear 
lady friend of mine would be one of us this 
summer.

The appropriution tor Illinois River is de- 
creased from $110,0U00 to 85,000; for the Mis- 
sissippi, between the mouths of the Iilinois 
and Ohio River, frem $250,000 to $200,000. 
An uppropriation of $2,000 is added to improve 
Cuivre River from the mouth to the chain of 
rocks, and removing snags,etc. The appro- 
priation for removing the bar opposite Du- 
bugue, Iowa, is increased from $3,0V0 to $7,- 
u0U; forimproving the Missouri River at Coun- 
cil B)uffs from $20,000 t@ $30,000; at East- 
port, Iowa, to Nebraska City, from $14,000 to 
$20,000; Black River, Arkansas, trom $5,000 
to $15,000, The item gsppropriating $25,00V 
for Hannibai is stricken out, «s is that for build- 
irg an ice harbor at St. Louis, which is inclua- 
ed with surveys. 


Kansas City and Barges, 


Thisis from the Journal of yesterday: The 
result of the first practical work fora barge 
lineisfull of promise. The committee have 
only three names tothe list of stockholders so 
tur, butthese three take nearly one-half of 
whutis assignedto Kansas City. Col. Coates 
has made yvood his offer ot one of ten to take 
halt the entire stock, The committee to solicit 
can now go to work with assurance of success. 
The letter of Capt. E. W. Gould, endorsing tue 
rroject as a profitable one forthe stockhold ‘rs, 
is of great value. The plan adopted is the resuit 
of hisown and theexperience of otners, and 
gives thelargest benefits with the least expen 
diture of money—three tleets of barges to two 
towing boats—to be enlarged as the trade de- 
mands. When grain costs thirty-six cents by 
railto New York, it can be sent to New Orieans 
by river for seven cents—twenty-nine cents a 
hushelin favor of the river. And when by 
reil it is sent through to Liverpool, it costs us 
three cents more from New Orleans than from 
New York. Sothat the net difference is as ten 
to thirty-six cents—or twenty-six cents in fa- 
vor of the river onevery bushel. These figures 
may vary, butthey are the normal rates, or 
the rates charged when the roads are not at 
war.

LARAMIE CiTy, May 29.—Fred. B. King, the 
courier who arrived Thursday with the intel- 
ligence that the Utes were in North Park 
started back yesterday. Getting to 
Cummins City, thirty miles southwest, 
be met three men just from. the 
park with letters and dispatches. 
Taking tresh horses, he returned, reaching 
here at 100’clock atnight. Next day, after 
Burlingame was driven into Walden’s by the 
Indians, Walden and O’Brien started out 
with Burlingame to _ verify his _ story. 
Near Illinois Creek they saw 400 or 500Jponies 
and a large band of Indians, thought to be 
Utes. The Indians were separat- 
ing their best ponies from the 
herd, as though preparing for some 
expedition. The three men then returned, 
and the entire party of men, women and chil- 
dren at Walden’s camp, numbering about 
thirty-five, 

PACKED UP AND RETREATED 
to Pinkham’s,in the northendof the park, 
where they are now fortified. The mail carri- 
er from this city to Tynerin North Park re- 
ports seeing several bands of Indians 
at a distance on his last tripin. Nothing has 
been seen or heard of Carr or Dow, and they 
have undoubtedly been killed. King brought 
a dispatch from Walden and others to Gover-

CALLING FOR HELP. 
Flint, Fort Sanders, telegraphed to 
Fort Steel for pack-horses to be sent by 
special train, and two companies will 
be sent to the rescue to-morrow.

THE FISH-HATCHERY. 


Maj. Weigel and Col. Flad Free Their 
—— About the Proposed Re- 
. moval. 


The resolution of the Fish Commission 
to relinquish the temporary hatchery 
at Forest Park has caused con- 
siderable surprise and comment at the 
City Hall. It was thought there that after the 
concessions the city had made, and after the 
excellent location found for the hatchery, 
the whole ‘ matter was dispos- 


ed of, and no one heard the 
news with more surprise than Maj. Weigel, 
the Park Commissioner. ‘*‘Why,” said that 
gentleman to a PostT-DISPATCH reporter, ‘*] 
can’t understand the action of the 
commission atall. We were all out there 
chiv a few days ago I brought out an en- 
gineer to show them just what might be done, 
and when they found that the water could be 
raised three feet they were delighted. 
At least Reed and Steedman were. Gov. 
Woodson didn’t seem to like theidea. Reed 
and Steedman both expressed themselves as 
thorougbly satistied, aud here they turaed 
right around and revorted as you saw.’”? 

“Why do you suppose they did it?’’ 

‘“Well, Vm sure [ can’t explain it 
at all. Steadman was going to 
resign, and I suppose he dit not 
care much, and Woodson was opposed to the 
Forest Park hatchery all the time.” 

“‘Isthere really any reason for moving?’ 

‘*No, there is not. Raising the water three 
feetis in reality all that is at all necessary. You 
see the hatching ponds can easily be sunk 
below that level. and _ the heigat 
is, the opinion of competent 
engineers, sullicient. Of course 
if they move the hatchery it will only take so 
much unpaid work off of my shoulders, so 
thatI have no earthly personal reason for 
caring, but I do think when the 
city goes out of her way to let them have the 
hatchery there, it ought not to be taken away 
for caprice. They can’t establish it at St. 
Joseph.’ 

‘*Where would be the best place?” 

‘*Well, the Cold Springs up about the little 
Nian gua, in Camden county, would probably 
be best, but you see thereisno place 
where they can be watched and guarded as 
they are here, and have so many 
conveniences with absolutely no expense to 
the commission.’’ 

Col. Flad was also seen by the reporter, and 
he reiterated to a great extent the 
sentiments of Major Weigel. Hetnought the 
three feet rise in the spring water quite 
enough for all purposes, and does 
not believe in the advisability of 
moving the hatehery. Tne question as to 
what willbe doneis stillan open one, but 
there isno doubt about the feeling at the 
City Hall.

Sells Sends Some Valuable Sta- 
tistics Home About the 
New Eldorado.

_ The following interesting letter was receiv- 
ed from a young St. Louis gentleman now in 
the Gunnison country, and as it containsa 
great deal ofinformation about the new El- 
dorado it is given: 

DEAR FATHER:—Sunday here is the dullest 
sort of a time, and nearly every one sleeps it 
away. Nothing to read but newspapers, old 
and worth ten cents apiece. The first copy of 
the West Gunnison Review sold yesterday for 
$100. There are two rival towns here, Gunni- 
son proper and the railroad town of West 
Gunnison. Both towns are laid off on paper 
and sales are made every hour of the day. 
Town lots are 25x125 feet and on Main street 
sell at an average of $500. A one-story 
pine store room can not be contracted 
for at less than $1,000, and the builders have 
allthey can do for some time.

get #2 5U per day, and talk of striking for $1. 
Laborers verv scarce, aS every Man, woman 
and child is a born speculator. Board is rea- 
sonable; we pay $11 per week. The 
proprictors of the Gunnison House 
are (Quincy men, Mazor, Jamieson & Co. 
Our room is unplastered and has no door, but 
we pay no attention to such little inconven- 
iences since our experience at Poncho Pass, 
and the ranches en route to this place. By 
the way, our record as pedestrians is unequal- 
ed—seventy-three miles,the distance between 
Pieasant Valley and Saguache, in three days. 
Pretty good for tenderfeet. Every one 
on the road took us _ for residents, 
and one thing that impressed us particularly 
was the fact that no one seemed to have any 
information about distances or anything else. 
The miles look short, but are very long to 
walk. As one old stager remarked, ‘‘They 
measured the miles with a ’coon skin and 
threw in the tail every time.’’ 

As you will see by the paper sent you Jack 
Haverly andthe syndicate have invested a 
large amount of money inthis country. Yes- 
terday-I helped invoice the stock of J. I. Kel- 
ley. Jack Haverly & Company bougat Kel- 
ley’s ranche of 480 acres, 85 town lots and his 
store, paying for the same $30,000.

No corn to be 
had and. cows don’t give milk; so the con- 
densed article is used. Last winter was very 
severe, snow falling in the hiils to the depth 
of 45 feet. Great numbers of cattle were 
frozen and starved to death and their carcas- 
ses are to be found by hundreds. Their flesh 
does not putrify, but dries up. It must be 
heaithy, for, as yet, the sole occupant of the 
graveyard 1s ayoung baby that had its young 
life crushed out by a man who sat down on it, 
taking itfora roll of blankets. The mother 
was not inconsolable, as she remarked quietly 
that she had six more children lett. |

THE INDUSTRIAL RECORD. 


The Past Week’s Work in the Various 
Local Trades. 

Business in all pranches of industry during 
the week just closed has compared favorably 
with any week during the season. None need 
complain for the want of work, for there is 
sufticient for allin the difterent trades of St. 
Louis. Especially bave the laboring classes 
been favored, and there can be seen but few 
idle men on the streets. In some work, 
principaily among laboring men, prices are 
low, but average up to that given in other 
large citicsand in some cgses exceeding it con- 
siderably. Prices for all work are fully sus- 
tained and there is no prospect for any de- 
cline until winter. 

THE IRON INTEREST. 

The interest manifested in this line of trade 
is at this time considerable, as the foundry- 
mcn are sanguine that prices have got to the 
bottom, and others in the iron business confi- 
deutly believe that quotations will even go 
lower; £0 that, between both factions, there 
appears to be considerable uneasiness. Not- 
withstanding thie, ali of the rolling mills are 
in full blast, with a full force of helpers. 


Lust Monday evening was recular pay day 
at the Laclede Rolling Mills, and fully $20,000 
was paid out. 

The jourpeymen sheet-iron workers met 
last night at Union Hall to adopt a regular 
scale of prices to be paid apprentices after 
they finizh learning the trade.

In this branch of business the indications 
point to a better season than there has been 
for the last seven years. 

Each of the principal lumber companies 
has thirty men at work pulling iumber, and 
twenty-five teamsters hauling away from the 
river, with about 100 piling and sorting in the 
yards. There is a slight advance over last 
seacon’s wages for labor of this kind. 

By the close of the lumber workers’ season 
there is fully 140,000,000 feet of lumber in 
rafts expected in at this market.

$2 50 per day, and ship carpenters get $3 50 
per day. 

The Carpenters’ Union meets for business 
next Wednesday night. 

THE TANNERS 

are all busily engaged in their du:fferent 
branches. Aili establishments are operating on 
fuli time with their regular set of men. The 
trade in itself proper is reported by manufac- 
turers to be fair. The greatest demand for 
labor in this trade is during the fall ana win- 
ter m6nths. The men now employed receive 
the same pay as last week. 


THE PLANING MILLS 
report trade quite fair, with full time being 
made atall mills and the usual number of 
bands at work. The best season for the labor- 
ing class in this business is early in the spring 
and during the last part of the winter. 

The great N. M. Planing Mill, Second and 
Bremen avenue, is to be sold at auction day 
alter to-morrow.

A Story of Dumas. 
| From the Whitehall Review. | 


Bouffe, the well-known. French comedian 
and friend of Charles Mathews, has just pub- 
lished his Memoirs, which show unahated 
verve and vigor, although the author was 
born in 1800. The book is charming and 
would bear translation. Among numberless 
other anecdotes he tells one of going to see 
the great Dumas—Alexander the elder, of 
course—and of the author of ‘*Monte Cristo”’ 
suddenl¢ interrupting him after an hour’s 
conversation with, ‘‘My dear Bouffe, you 
must not take it in any way as a reproach if I 
tel] you that this interview has already cost 
mea hundred francs!’’ Bouffe turned pale, 
androse. ‘‘{ will explain how,’’ continued 
Dumas, laughing. ‘‘lam writing a novel in 
two volumes, the first of which I dispatcned 
in four-and-twenty hours, and is now in the 
press. The second! began yesterday, and it 
will goto join the first to-morrow morning. 
I am paid 4,000 francs for this book, and, as I 
wrote half of itin less than four-and-twenty 
bours, I lose about a hundred francs every 
sixty minutes 1 pass without pen in hand.’’ 

What astonishes me most on reading this is 
pot only the marvelous facility of the great 
author, but the absurdly small sums paid in 
those days to one of the most extraordinary 
novelists France has ever produced. Four 
thousand francs is not $1, Were Dumas 
pere alive now he might possibly keep to the 
same figure, but instead of francs he would 
command napoleons.

When Ben Jonson, the dramatist, was intro- } 


duced to a nobleman, the peer was so struck 
with his homely appearance that he exclaim- 
ed, **What! you are Ben Jonson? Why, you 
look as if you could not say boo toa goose.” 
‘*‘Boo!’* exclaimed the witty dramatist, turn- 
ing tothe peer and making his bow. 

The phrase “Putting the cart before the 
horse” can boast of great antiquity, having 
first been quoted by Lucian, the great Greek 
writer, nearly 1,700 years ago. Francis 
Rabelais, the French satirist and wit, whose 
**Gorgantua’’ was published in the year 1535, 
bas the phrase **He placed the carriage before 
the steed.’’ No derivation of it can be given, 
but the meaning is very obvious, and refers 
to those who begin to do a thing at the wrong 
end. ‘*I havea boneto pick with you’ is'a 
phrase that is uncomplimentary to the {ladies 
at starting. Itmeans, as is well known, hav- 
ing an unpleasant matter to settle with you; 
and this is the origin of the phrase: At the 
marriage banquets of the Sicilian poor, the 
bride’s father, after the meal, used to hand 
the bridegroom a bone, saying: ‘Pick this 
bone, for you bave taken in hand a harder 
task .?? 

The well-known saying that a shoemaker 
should stick to his last originated with Ap- 
pelles, the celebrated Greek painter, who set 
a picture which he had finished in a public 
place and concealed himself behind it, in or- 
der to hearthe criticisms of passers by. A 
shoemaker observed a defect in the shoe, and 
the painter forthwith corrected it. The cob- 
bler came again the next day, andl, encouraged 


by tbe success of his first remark, began to | 


extend his censureto theleg of the figure, 
whenthe angry painter thrust out his head 
from behind the picture and told the shoe- 
maker to keep to his trade. 

“There’sa good time coming, boys; a good 
time coming,’? was written thirty years ago 
by Dr. Charles Mackay, and sung with very 
great popularity by Henry Russell in his con- 
certs throughout the British Islands. 

‘*‘Going the whole hog.’’ This phrase orig- 
inated in Jreland, where a British shilling has 
been called ‘ta hog” timeout of mind. In 
Ireland, if a fellow happened to have a shill- 
ing,when he met his friends he would an- 
nounce the fact that he would standtreat, 
even if the expense reached the whole amount 
—in plain words,that he would “‘go the whole 
hog’? to gratify them. 

“Nine tailors make a man” is an old phrase. 
It is first to be found 1n a book called **Demo- 
critusin London,” published in 1682,in a 
note which runs thus: **Let the following be 
recorded in honor of the tailors: 


‘‘Thereis a proverb which has been of old, 
And many men bave likewise been so bold, 
To the discredit of the taylor’s trade. 

Nine taylors goe to make up & man, they said, 
But for their credit 1’ll unriddle it t’you: 

A draper once fell into povertie ; 

Nine taylors joined their purses together then 
To set bim up, and make him a man again,’’ 


Another and later accountof the origin of 
the phrase runs thus: In 1742 an orphan boy 
appliea for alms in a fashionable shop in Lon- 
don in which nine journeymen were employed. 
His interesting appearance opened the hearts 
of the benevolent gentlemen of the cloth, who 
immediately contributed nine shillings for the 
relief of the littlestranger. With this capital 
the lad purchased fruit, which he retailed ata 
profit. Time passed on, and wealth and hon- 
or smijed on the young tradesman, so that, in 
due rse oftime, when he setup his ear- 
riage, instead oftroubling the herald’s col- 
lege for armorial signs. he simply had painted 
the following motto on the panel: **Nine 
tailors made me 3 man.’’ 

There isa mode of declaring by the words 
‘she has kicked the bucket” thata person is 
dead. There is a tradition that one Balsover, 
having hung himself toa beam while stand- 
ing on the bottom of a pail or bucket, kicked 
the vessel away in order to pry into futurity, 
and it wasup with him from that moment. 
There is astoryof a dairy-maid who, having 
upset a pail of milk, was assaiied by her rural 
beaux with ‘*There! you’ve’ kicked the 
bucket!’’ To which her ready and clever re- 
ply was: ‘“‘No, I’ve only turned a little pail 
(pale).”? ; 

‘No great shakes’’ is acontemptuous ex- 
pression when applied to anyone. It has 
been supposed that this praise might be trac- 
ed to the custom of shaking hands, the shake 
being estimated according to the value set 
upon the person giving it, and hence offered 
tothe person. Lord Byron, writing to bis 
publisher in September, 1820, said: ‘I had 
my hands full and my head, too, just then’?’— 
when he wrote *‘ Marino Faliero’’—“‘so it can 
be no great sbakes.’”? 

‘*Better late than never”? orginated in 1557 
(in the reign of Philip and Mary) with 
‘Thomas Tussen, who put itinto his ‘*Five 
Hundred Points of Good Husbandry,’’ but 
it became among the household sayings 
when put by John Bunyan, the half inspired 
tinker, into his im mortal “Pilgrim’s Pro- 
gress.”’ From Bunyan, too, comes. the 
homily, “*Every tub must stand on itsown 
bottom.” 

A curious piece of history is wrapped up in 
the word ‘‘poltroon,’’ supposing it to be in- 
deed derived, as many etymologists have 
considered, from the Latin ‘ ‘police truncus,” 
one that is deprived, or who has deprived 
himself, of histhumb. We know that in old 


times a sejf-mutilation of this description | 


was not infrequent on 
some cowardly, shirking fellow, who 
wished to escape his share in 
the defense ofhis country; he would cut 
off his right thumb, and at once became in- 
capable of drawing the bow, and thus useless 
for wars. It is not to be wondered at that the 
**police truncus’’—the poltroon—first applied 
to a coward of this sort should afterwards be- 
come & name Of scorn affixed to every base 
Aad cewanely evader of the duties and dangers 
Oo e. 

The common phrase, ‘castles in the air,’’ 
was used-by Robert Burton in his “Anatomy 
of Melancholy,” over 250 vears ago, and has 
since been used by Dean Swift, Henry Field- 
ing, Philip agg Colley Cibber, Charles 
Churchill, Wm. Shenstone and innumerable 
others, yntil it has become a very common ex- 
pression. 

*‘Outin the cold,” an expression frequently 
applied in the United States and England to 
persons who have been driven out of office, or 
have not obtained the appointments theyj haa 
desired and solicited, is nearly a century old, 
and was one of the sayings of P. H. B.Wynd- 
him in 1784, 

“Dead as a door-nail.’’ This proverbial 
expression is taken from the door-nail; that 
is, the nail on which, in old doors, the knock- 
er strikes. It is therefore used as a compari- 
e0n to any one irrecoverably. dead; one who 
has fajlen (as Virgil says) multa morte—i. e., 
with abundant death, such as reiteration of 
strokes on the head naturally produces: 

Falstaff—What! Is the old king dead? 
Pistol -As nai] in door.—[Shakspeare., 

‘*As dead as a herring’’ has a simple origin. 
That fish, which when fat is called a “‘bloat- 
er,’’ dies immediately upon its removal from 
the sea. It wants air, and can live only in 
salt water; whereas an eel lives a long time 
after leaving its native element. Swimming 
so near the surface as it does, the herring re- 
quires much air, and the gills when dry ean-

THE PASSIONSSPIEL. 


How it Originated at Oberammergau— 
A Queer Vow. 
[Special Cor. New York Evening Post. |] 


Oberammergau, as its name suggests, is the 
uppermost of two small villages on the Am- 
mer River and among the less rugged districts 
that deecend fromthe Tyrolean Alps to the 
plains of Munich and Augsburg. The entire 
surrounding country is said to be strongly 
Roman Catholic; the inhabitants of this val- 
ley are industrious and quiet, and devoted by 
taste and tradition to carving wooden images 
and crucifixes. With equal fidelity, for more 
than two centuries, they have performed a 
vow inherited from their forefathem. En- 
closed within their valley by the surrounding 
mountains the Ammergauers enjoyed immu- 
nity for a time from a fearful pestilence that 
in 1633 spread through ali the surrounding 
districts. But when a certain individual, 
evading the quarantine, came into 
the valley to celebrate a family festival with 
his relatives, te brought the plague with him, 
and, asthe acceunt says, ‘*was in two daysa 
corpse,’’ while the attainted villagers were 
soon sorely afflicted. With their families fall- 
ing about them,the citizens gathered together 
and they then made a vow that if God would 
intermit the scourgethey would solemnly 
show their thanks bv a holy representation, 
every ten years thereafter, ofthe Passion, 
Burial and Resurrection of the Savior, and 
from that moment, ‘‘though many were cov- 
ered with marks of the plague, not any more 
died.”” Tothe devout Roman Uatholic these 
words contain all the significance of a sancti 
fied tradition, and throughout the history of 
the play itis maixed with hardships of pil- 
grimages from distant lands. 

But since it was first represented the play 
has undergone many changes consequent 
upon the obstacles which were placed in its 
way. In 1780 there wasastong movement 
made in Bavariaand the Tyrol against miracle 
plays, mysteries and eacred representations 
of every kind. In this crusade the Arch- 
bishop of Salzburg, whose authority at that 
time extended throughout the German 
States, headed the abolition cause with the ar- 

gument that a mixture of sacred and piofane 
and the exposition of sacred things to ridi- 
cule discreaited the church, while the intem- 
perance consequent upon so large asemblies 
and the burlesques committed by inexperienc- 
ed actors discredited the people. Earnest ap- 


play at Ammergau, and only the religious 
nature of the vow that had been made en- 
abled this one representation to remain while 
the others were abolished. Later; in 1810, the 
monastery of Ettal was suppressed; the chief 
support of the Passion Piay was lost, and its 
existence endangered, not only because the 
monastery had furnished the requisite ability 
for the undertaking, but because a new at- 
tempt was made by ecclesiastical authorities 
to envihilate the play. 

In return for the favor which Max Joseph, 
the Bavarian Prince. there showed, by grant- 
ing a royal patent, the play was entirely reno- 
vated and shornof its most offensive types, 
and allowed toremaino. ‘This was the joint 
work of one Dr. Ottman Weiss, an Ettal Bene- 
dictine, and his ng Daisenberg, and was 
finished only in 1840. 

The devil had become the most troublesome 
character. He was habitually dressed in red 
and glided about among the players, con- 
straining this ene or deluding 
that. In the days of Breughel 
or Fra Beato such personifications may 
have bad some serious meaning, but it is easy 
to discern how, with little modification, this 
devil could have become the Harlequin of a 
pantomime. Judas likewise in the old style, 
after he had gone and hung himself, would let 
slip from beneath his cloak a blackbird, whose 
flight was emblematic of the flight of his black 
soul; or else he was hanged in efligy, whereon 
the people gave expression totheir feelings 
by showering stones at the dummy and revil- 
ing him by offensive speeches. In view of the 
objections brought against the play. 
propriety demanded that it should 
assume all the dignity that 
surrounds the great tragedy itself. Rich 
choral music was composed for it by Dedler, 
the village schoo]master and organist, and an 
eminent ecclesiastic, Alliani, well-known 
among his countrymen as a translator into 
German of the Roman Bible, wrote the pro- 
logue. In the new version everything, except 
the well-known miracle of the napkin, upon 
which tradition says that Christ left imprinted 
the features of his face, is founded upon strict 
Bible bistory; and that criticism might further 
be disarmed, the principal parts are assigned 
by vote of the community to those whose lives 
are most blameless and worthy the imperson- 
ations they are to take.

Ice and icebergs appeared on the banks of 
Newfoundland earlier this season than usual. 
They are most commoniv met in the early 
part of summer, after the cessation of north- 
erly gales, which drive them from their loca- 
tion in the latter part of March and April. 
The icebergs come chiefly from Greenland, 
being formed by rivulets, etc. The vast ice 
fields seen upon the banks are brought there 
by the vast currents of the sea and 
wind. They come mostiy from the coast 
of Labrador, and are parts of the 
fields that are formed during the long 
winter in the great bays and inlets of the 
Labrador coast. Icebergs are continually 
changing their line of floating, owing in part 
to the breaking off of pieces of the upper mass 
and the melting oe ofthe submerged por- 
tion. Their motion is always slow, and acci- 
dents can rarely happen from them to prudent 
mariners. At this season of the year they are 
brought down by the northern winds. The 
float along the banks of Newfoundland, an 
finally, striking the warmer waters of the gulf 
stream, soon disappear. The movement ofa 
tield of ice is accompanied by much crashing, 
and is often obscured by a dense fog, throug 
which rise the topsof the bergs, On two 
occasions during the Arctic cruise of the 
Juniata, in the Polaris search expedition, 
that vessel barely escaped destruction by ice- 
bergs. Oneof these was in the middle of 
July, 1873. During a dense fog at midday, off 
Cape Farewell, Greenland, an immense 
was suddenly seen to loom ~ out of the fog 
not more thana ship’s iength directly ahead. 
Fortunately the vessel was runniog atslow 
speed, and her course was quickly chahged 
end she cleared the ice mountain by about 100 
feet. On another occasion, off Fiskernaes, in 
a dense fog, anotherfvery large berg was seen 
a little on the port bow, anda ledge of rocks 
on the starboard bow not more than 500 feet 
distant. The engines were stopped and re- 
versed, and the vessel only escaped destruc- 
tion by a few feet.

But 
I had not the largest faith in the security of 
the old safe. It had occurred to meo ten 
that a person could open it even if he wasn’t 
a skillful cracksman.

I started as ifa charge of electricity had shot 
through my frame. Icould fairly feel my 
face grow white. I stood motionless, clutch- 
ing the back of the chair, and with my eyes 
riveted ina vacant stare at the tablein the 
telegraph office. 1 knew this was no work 
of an excited imagination. The words, 
my practiced eur, were as plain as if 
shouted it clarion tones. There 
had come no e¢call for Read Ravine, and the 
message ended without signature or mark, 
but abruptly, as it had begun. More than 
that, it was not the writing of an operator oa 
any section of the line.

Thoughts and Suggestions for the Tiller 
of the Soil. 


What Shall We Raise? 


The question given above interests every 
farmer, but especially those of us wholive in 
the older portions .of the country, where 
‘*farming don’t pay” is so often asserted, 
and so often illustrated by those who assert it. 
The State Board of Agriculture of Massa- 
chusetts held its winter meeting in December 
last, at Greenfield, in Franklin county, in the 
northwest part of the State. Those of us who 
attended from other States found much to in- 
terest and instruct. The excellent dairy show 
held at that time has been described in 
‘“‘Ameong the Farmers.’”? The most interesting 
part of the proceedings was a paper on the 
agriculture ,of Franklin county, founded up- 
onthe United States census of 1840 and the 
State census of 1875, and pointed out the 
changes that had taken place in the farm 
productions during thirty-five years. I wish 
that this paper could be read and considered, 
not only by every New England farmer, but 
by every farmer in all of theolder States, 
where the farming of fifty years ago no longer 
“‘pays.’’?’ The experience of the farmers in 
Franklin county shows that if ‘‘the times’’ 
change we must change with them, and if one 
crop does not pay, we must then grow an- 
other that wi.l. It appears from the paper 
referred to that there are only five crops cul- 
tivated in Franklin county that show any 
substantial increase in the interval of thirty- 
five years. These are poultry, which rose 
from $9,678 to $31,155; hay increased from 
43,¢aB to 61,056 tons; tobaeco from 600 pounds 
to 1997,U91 pounds; dairy products from 
$165,765 to $424,042. Broom corn is a new 
crop in the county, and only amounted to 13,- 
SUT pounds. Besides these crops which have 
increased, neat cattle, horses, and corn show 
but a slight falling off, and may be considered 
fairly paying crops. Thereis a great falling off 
inthe number of sheep, but the large in- 
crease in their value per head, and inthe value 
of lambs sold for market, would probably 
make sbheep-raising a paying industry. In 
nearly all other farm animals and crops there 
is a large fal.ing off in production, showing 
that farmers donot consider it profitable to 
raise them. Swine, wheatandrye havefallen 
off nearly 200 per cent, o.ts more than 300, and 
potatatoes 100. The increase in poultry is 
about 300 per cent, dairy products about 400, 
orchard products 500, and tobacco still larger. 
Franklin county isin the heart of the New 
England dairy region, and probably shows as 
fairly as any county the drift of Eastern agri- 
culture. The fairinference is that farmers 
are abandoaing these crops, which show so 
large a decrease, because they are unprofit- 
able. Agriculture in the older States is in a 
transition state, and we are slowly feeling our 
way toa better husbandry. The progress is 
very slow, but we are confident it is very sure. 
So much light is breaking out from our agri- 
cultural journals, our State and county fairs, 
and our farmers’ conventions, that we cannot 
always grow cropsthatrun usin debt, be- 
cause our fathers grew them. We must iney- 
itably get outoftheruts. Nothing could 
show more clearly than these statistics the 
folly of raising crops that do not pay. Pork- 
raising for the general market does not pay. 
and it has fallen off 200 per centin thirty-hve 
years. Why, then, should we undertake to 
raise any more pork than will supply the 
family. ‘The raising of poultry does pay, for 
it has increased 200 per cent. Why should 
we not invest our capital and labor in that 
which experience shows pays well. A farmer 
with a good range can raise a ton of turkeys 
at much less cost than he can raise a ton of 
pork. Theton of pork would be worth in 
the village market this year about 6 cents a 
pound, or $120 aton. The turkeys 18 cents, 
or $360. Why not raise turkeys? Andso of 
other things that are proved to be profitable. 
Let us getout of the ruts, and raise those 
crops promptly calledfor. Farmers should 
keep a keen eye onthe markets, see which 
way the popular taste is tending, and plant, 
sow, breed, and inevery way plan to meet 
the demanc's of the times.—[ American Agri- 
culturist. 
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Concrete for Farm Buildings. 


Concrete in some form—that is, a mixture 
of common lime, or hydraulic cement, and the 
requisite amount of sand tv form mortar, with 
gravel or fragments of stone—is a building 
material of great antiquity. It was employed 
by the ancient Romans soon after they com- 
menced to erect substantial buildings. Its 
use in nearly every civilized country in the 
world has been general for more than two 
thousand years. It has been employed in 
this country to only a limited extent, for the 
reason that lumber is so cheap, plenty and 
generally distributed. In Mexico sun-dried 
bricks and concrete have been the building 
materials mostgenerally employed. Tnhefor- 
mer have been used for the wa'ls of buildings 
ard the latter for floors. Concrete in many 
places may be made at a small cost, and it 1s 
nearly as enduring as natural stone. 

Various circumstances indicate that con- 
crete will soon be largely employed inthe con- 
struction of farm buildings in this country. 
It is not well suited for the construction of 
buildings reauiriog great strength and high 
finish like those wanted in large cities, but it 
is admirably adapted to the requirements of 
farmers. Many farms that are remote from 
any supply of lumber contain limestone, sand 
and gravel in abundance. O-hers are so situ- 
ated that these materials can he obtained 
within a reasonable distance for the trouble 
of hauling them. Little skilled laboris re- 
quired to erect ordinary farm buildings from 
concrete. There is a practical treatise on the 
subject of the preparation and use of concrete 
which contains directions that will enable any 
ingenious man to erect ordinary buildings for 
protecting stock and farm products. 

The growing scarcity and advancing price of 
lumber will soon render the employment of 
some other building material necessary; and 
nothing seems hey to take the place of 
wood asconcrete. Split stone and brick are 
both expensive. It is troublesome to haul! 
them over ordinary roads, and the services of 
a skilled mason are required to lay them ina 
wall. Concrete possesses many advantages 
over wood for the construction of farm build- 
ings. It requires no paint to protect it from 
the action of the elements. It is incombusti- 
ble, and nearly indestructible. Buildings 
made of it are fire, water, rot and vermin 
proof. They are never very beautiful, but 
their appealance improves with age, while the 
contrary isthe case with buildings made of 
most materials. 

Concrete is an excellent material to employ 
in making floors for stables and barns. Un- 
like wood, it absorbs neither urine nor the 
wash of manure. Wood that becomes satur- 
ated with these substances gives off foul odors 
that are deleterious to animals as wellas to 
men. A concrete floor will last an average 
lifetime, and may be kept as clean as a piece 
of crockery. Concrete 1s also an excellent 
material to use in msking pens for pigs. Not 
only the walls and floor, but the troughs for 
holding food and drink may be constructed of 
the same materia]. A concrete pig-pen is 
more conducive to the heaith of the occupants 
than ‘one made of wood; as it willabsorb no 
vile substance, while it may be washed with 
very little trouole. 


How to Make a Cheap Grain Shed. 


A friend of ours built one last year, 36x72, 
for $200. He cut the rafters, girders, and 
half the posts on his farm, and had them saw- 
ed for 65 cents per hundred. The rest of the 
roof and siding were of ie and the outside 
andend posts were of cedar. The inside 
posts were of beech. He set four rows of posts, 
eignt feet apart, making ten posts In each out- 
siue row—or, in all, forty posts. They were 
6x6, and the outside posts were 16 feet and 
set two feetinthe ground. After the te 
were set, girders 2x10 of beech, 36 feet long, 
were gained into the posts and spiked.

There is room enough in it for storing the 
produce and tools of a 400-acre farm. It will 
pay for itself inone year. One witha well 
improved farm,. however, wouwd not like to 
set such a shedina prominent place on his 
farm. It is not an attractive piece of architec- 
ture. He covered the roof with coal tar this 
season. Instead of one greatgrain shed will 
not two smaller ones do better? Suppose we 
set two barracks, with roofs made so they can 
be raised or lowered asthe size of the crop 
demands, far enough apart so that when the 
rain is threshed from one the machine will 
deposit the straw inthe other. We thus can 
avoid the dust and ills of threshing in a close 
place, and the expense of bousing grain and 
straw is no greater. A friend suggests that 
the barracks be boarded up eight feet, and 
the straw be thus kept from the ground, and 
we have room for cattle, colts, pigs and sheep 
under this; also, if a grain bin,be placed in 
one corner, grain may be poured from the 
half-bushel into it, and all further handling 
saved until sold. This bin would do also for 
corp, to feed. with the strawin winter, and 
make a prime place for sateen * stock about 
such barracks. ARMER B. 


Profit in Geege. 


Fewer geese, it is said, are eaten in thi? 
country according to the population than in 
any civilized country in the world, although 
the facilities for keeping them are excellent. 
A very large proportion of the geese that 
come to this market are purchased by for- 
eigners, who acquired a love for their flesh 
before they came to the country. It is likely 
that the average American dislikes the flesh 
of a goose for the same reason that he dis- 
likes mutton. He has never tasted any other 
buta very inferior article. Geese have gen- 
erally been kept for their feathers as sheep 
have for their fleece. When geese become so 
old as to be very pugnacious and noisy they 
are sometimes sold, and the purchasers of 
them, unless they are boarding-house keep- 
ers, never make another similar investment. 
Still, epicures regard roust goose as a 
luxury, and often pay a very. high 
price for it. That toe flesh of geese 
may please the appetite good varieties 
must.be kept till age renders them worthless 
for the table. In several respects Emden 
geese surpass all others. They are beautiful 
informand plumage, while their feathers, 
which are pure white, command a high price. 
The birds are very hardy and easy to raise. 
They are less noisy than most kinds of geese, 
and less inciined to wander off long distances. 
They are among geese what Brahmas are 
among chickens. Although the Emden goose 
rarely reaches the size of the ou- 
louse it is no uncommoa thing 
for goslings hatched in 
attain the weight of twenty pounds at Christ- 
mas. Geese require less grain than any kind 
of fowls. If allowed the run of a good pas- 
ture they will gain steadily on the grass. A 
pond or stream of water is not essential to 
keeping geese, although it 1s an advantage. 
Geese, as well as ducks, will derive some ben- 
efit from eating insects and reptiles that fre- 
quent bodies of water, and will find most 
desirable food in the plants that grow on the 
banks of streams, ponds or pools. Still geese

Ticks on Sheep. 

We have inquiry how to get rid of ticks on 
sheep and lambs. Also, what is the best 
sheep dip? When is the best timeto apply 
it?

1. Our practice is to give one part of sul- 
phur to ten parts of salt twice a week, which 
tends to health, and ticks are few. After 
shearing, the ticks leave the sheep and take to 
thelambs. In a week or ten days after shear- 
ing, the lambs should bedipped. A strong 
decoction of tobacco is effective and cheap, if 
the stems from tobacco houses can be had: 
any cheap tobacco will do. A mixture of 
whale oil soap and arsenic is alike good. We 
have no recipefor mixing, but yoby our 
judgment, as did Widow bedott in making 
bread. We believe, however, the best sheep 
dip contains carbolic acid. It is the best in- 
secticide known, andis cheap. We shall add 
it to tobacco and whale oil soap mixture this 
season. If one can buy the carbolic sheep dip 
advertised, it 1s, perhaps, most convenient 
and effective. The lambs should be dipped 
twice, about two or three weeks intervening, 
once this month and again the first part of 
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A Timely Operation. 


Every one who cultivates fruit trees and 
grapevines often discovers some time during 
thesummer that he has allowed shoots to 
grow where they are not wanted, and which 
either crowd on other partsof the tree or 
vine, or else make too dense a mass of foliage. 
This resuit may be prevented by timely and 
careful observation justas growth is com- 
mencing. and rubbing off at once the undesir- 
able and supernumerary shoots. A young 
tree may thus be keptin a symmetrical form, 
and avine have anevenly distributed set of 
side branches for bearing. Similar care 1s re- 
quired when buds orgrafts have been set, in 
rubbing off the shoots as soon as they start, 
which surround the newly growing budor 
graft. Ifthe owner can now pass carefully 
through his grounds on atour of inspection, 
he may save much labor required after a large 
growth has been made. 


Preserving Fruit. 


A correspondent in Niagara county, N. Y., 
inquires for information relative to a new 
process for re. perfectly fresh for 
months any perishable fruits, in a certain gas, 
the nature of which is kept secret. Hestates 
that a company has been formed to giveit a 
trial, and that the gas is so cheap that a ten 
foot room may be filled with it for fifty cents. 
We have no information on the subject, and 
to most readersthe statement will appear 
fabulous. 


Garlic ia Lawns. 


Apply salt at the rate of twenty-five bushels 
per acre. Two applications, in spring and 
fail, will kili the garlic and produce a luxuri- 
apt growth of grass.

An increase of insect life wll come with the 
warmel-growing weather. The egys of the

gin at once their ravages upon the foliage.

put up “asign,” without which they might 
escape notice. They pitch their ‘‘tents’’ at 
once, and, though these are at first small, they 
may be readily seen in the early morning, 
when the dew makesthem conspicuous. Take 
the tent when the whole famiiy is *‘at home’’ 
and crush it under foot. Various devices are 
suggested for this, but the band, with or with- 
out a glove, isthe best. For the higher limbs 
a pole with a swab attached may be used.

small. The trees should be jarred in eariy 
morning, beginniog when they are just pass- 
ing out of flower, and the sluggish beetle 
caught on a sheet opened beneath the tree for 
the purpose. Afterwards those caught on the 
sheet should be burned. , 
BORERS.

he chief incidents of Mr. Reade’s conver. 
sion—at least the earlier incidents and im- 
mediate occasion—have a tinge of romance 
about them. Mr. Reade’s parents were of the 
English Established Church, and his mother 
Was a godly woman, whose prayers he never 
wholly forgot. After he arrived at early 
manbood and became immersed in literary 
pursuits, he no ionger regularly attended the 
services of the Church, and at length fell into 
rationalistie and semi-skeptical opinions. Hig 
fellowship in Magdelen College imposed upon 
him, as long as be should retaiao it—and is the 
same with all the feliows of Magdelen—a state 
of celibacy, and he has, therefore, up to the 
present time remained a bachelor. For many 
yearshe has bad rooms in London in the 
house of Mrs. Seymour, where his litera. 
ry labors have been performed; and he 
bas chosen to continue this man- 
ner of life, although the pecus 
niary returns from his writings have long af- 
forded him an ample income. Out of this he 
bas always been very generous in bis charities, 
and, without ostentation, he has dispensed 
his means freely to many of the poor of Lon- 
don and elsewhere. Since his conversion he 
has been a frequent Visitor at the house of 
Mr. Graham, and so earnestis he now to ad- 
vance in Christian knowledge and experience 
that he recently accompanied Mr. Graham to 
Brighton, where he went to hold special reli- 
giovs services. 

To begin with Mr. Reade’s religious experi- 
ence, it should be said that this change in his 
life came suddenly. Its immediate occasion 
was the death of Mrs. Seymour, and it is just 
at this point that a rather romantic interest 
attends the case. A strong attachment be- 
tween Mr. Reade and this lady had evxisted 
for many years, and in her house, amid his 
loneliness and in her society, he found ahome 
andafriend. Uponbher death, after a very 
brief illness, Mr. Reade plunged into deep 
sorrow. He bitterly reproached himself 
for his influence wpon Mrs. Sey- 
mour’s opinions. This added greatly to 
the pangs he suffered at her loss. ‘‘But 
for my influence,’’ as he said, referring to his 
“‘rationalistic views,’’ as I understood, ‘‘she 
might have been an eminent saint; and now, 
if she is not saved, I anrresponsible for it.” 
This self-reproach was the keen edge of Mr. 
Reade’s grief,and his exquisite sensibiii- 
ties were so moved that he almost sank un- 
der it.

What Mr. Reade will do for the future is an 
interesting inquiry. Since his conversion he 
has tbe ae: very copious notes of his auto- 
biography, the events therein related dating 
from the death of Mrs. Seymour. I under- 
stand, also, that he is meditating upon a de- 
lineation of Scripture characters and events. 
Liis pen cannot be at rest, and, now that itis 
*-converted,” the world may, ere long, hear 
from Charlies Reade upon themes to 
which they are unaccustomed, under his 
guidance. 


AMERI CANS IN ENGLAND. 


Why They Find No Welcome in English 
Family Circles.. | 
[From the Lond n Times. ] 

American tourists speak of coming, not «to 
Great Britain. but to Europe. Some even 
persuade themselves that Paris is their actual 
goal. 
time inthese islands than onthe European 
Continent. They areto be found more pro- 
fusely in every European capital than in Lon- 
don. Itisto be feared Americans commonly 
fad Fnglish family circles not very accessi- 
ble. Every Englishman has learned to value 
the friendship of the few whom 
accident or introductions have made 
knuwn to bint. But for the 
majority of transatlantic visitors English 
domestic life is as sealed a books as French or 
Italian. They arrive with a kind of belief 
that they are returning home; they go back 
with so much information on English nature 
and habits as can be obtained by perambulat- 
ing the streets and comparing the fare and 
charges of thirty or forty hotels in different 
paits of the Kingdom. foreigner amon 
people speaking a different language, and all 
whose institutions indicate a different origin, 
does not expect to feel at home. Ameri- 
cans in England do not feel themselves for- 
eigners, and must be painfullyg#urprised to 
discover how entirely . are st@angera. The 
contrast can scarcely fail to be fhe ruder for 
the convictio#® of most Americangthat in their 
own country they would extgnd a much 
warmer hospitality to British visitors. 
The truth is that British visitors to 
the United States at present gain by 
their rarity, and American visitors to Great 
Britain lose by their abundsunce. Englishmen. 
in the United States are still few enough to 
— the ition of guests of the nation. 
Americans disembark at Liverpool in num- 
bers much too great for iudividuals to be 
noticed, unless they adopt means to render 
themeeives individually considered. Ia pro- 
portion as the inestimable advantages bein 
to be understood of being able to observe the 
operation of British quattics and institutions 
in new circumstances, English visiteurs to the 
United States must prepare to dispense with 
the extraordinary at:entions which at preseat 
iinister to their sense of persona! import- 
ence. We shoula rejoice if, on the other 
hand, Erglishmen would take more pains to 
facilitate for Americans who desire it the 
means of making acquaintance with English 
life as it really is. ‘lre more direct the tuter- 
course between English and American homes, 
the brighter wil) be the prospect of permanent 
international good-will. Every autumn tour- 
ist to New York and Pennsylvania and New 
England comes back with a cordial admira- 
tion of the country he bas traversed, and still 
more of its people. Roughness and crudities 
which offend on the surface disappear on 
nearer approach. The same pleasant conse- 
quence would attend a cioser familiarity of 
American tourists in Zurope with British 
peculiaritics. If the legion of travelers 
which the United Kingdom is promised dur- 
ing the next few months from the United 
States will consent to study their biood rela- 
tions of the mother country from some less 
general point of wiew than the Epsom race 
course or the ride in Hyde Park, and if Eng- 
lis>bmen will afford them opportunities, the 
temporary migration may answer a more dur- 
able purpose tban the inundation of the 
United States with Fieneh fashions aad ua- 
autbenticated [taiian art.
